A Robber Autstcd. 

On the 13|b of February last, James Mc- 
Dermolt, was charged before BWlAHfti

night of Ihe 4 lb of November last, a sorrel 
mare, McUermoH while under examination, 
admitted he belonged to the Townteod gang 
of robbers and burglars, and I hat be had been 
engaged in this nefarious traffic for a length 
of tiiiio. According to ihe testimony adduc 
fid.il appears the prisoner was livings, most 
depraved life,* and .gratifying his' sensual appe- 
tite to Ihe fulle-it extent, Kor a length of 
lime he had been living with a woman who 
fortr.eYly peddled small wares and merchan- 
dize along Vongo Street,— and this woman 
knew Ihe marc belonged lo Mr Cosfo/d ; and 
on the prisoner and his c&r.cuhiue having a 
.disagreement ond as be had threatened (0 shoot 
her, she at once gave information agairol him. 
A constable n»s immediately despatched, and 
be succeeded iu orrssliig the prisoner on Lis 
way to Often Sound from bis place of rendez- 
vous— situated 3* or -1- miles west of Orillia, 
and brought biui lo Aurora. 

On tcarehlng ihu prisoner's premises, part 

of Ihe body of ihe marc, tiat found uuder u 
brush beep, which hand been set on fire, hul 
would n&l burn. The hind legs, head and lail 
nf ihe animal were • brought to Aurora by the 
Constable und identified by Mr Cosford as he- 
tag part of bis lost insre. After bearing the 
testimony, the Justice committed the prisoner 
to Toronto Jail to stand bis trial al the ap- 
proaching term. Report bays that' not less 
than sixty horses have passed through Ihe 
hands of the prisoner duftog a very briel pe- 
riod subsequent to his incarceration.
